Furthermore, as an in kind contribution, two experts were seconded to the International 
Commission of Inquiry into the Kibeho incident; The Netherlands Embassy currjently 
consults with the Ministry of Family and Women and Deveipproeot on the secondment of 
a gender coordinator. Also, a Gender Development Fund will be set up. 

Apart Irom the contributions to rehabilitation, die Netherlands government will continue 
humanitarian emergency aid for refugees through International Organisations and NGO's 
(total NLG 22,6 mln.) including 15 experts for the UNHCR Security Uaison Group in 
refiigee camps in Zdre.
